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DETAILED ACTION 

In response to amendment filed 1 1/12/2004, claims 89-100 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 5 148 USPQ 459 (1966), 
that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 
summarized as follows: \ 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3 . Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in die application indicating obviousness or 
nonobviousness. 

Claims 89-100 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Task et al. (US 
Statutory Invention Registration H1599; hereinafter Task), or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hanson et al. (USPN 5,200,827; hereinafter Hanson). 

This holding, incorporated herein, is maintained from the prior action for the cited claims as 
amended. Response to the applicant's remarks are provided below and incorporated herein. In addition, 
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Hanson discloses the feature of generating a virtual simulated image (Col. 6, lines 1-7; Col. 5, lines 49- 
53; Abstract). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/12/2004 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant emphasizes that Hanson does not disclose the feature of projecting a virtual simulated image. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. Although the night vision goggles described in Hanson receive a 
real-world input image via wavelength filtering or image intensifier tubes, the output generated by the 
goggles is a virtual simulated image. The input signals (infrared photons) are electronically manipulated 
and combined using a video mixer, the output of which is displayed on a color monitor to the user (See 
Hanson, Col. 6, lines 1-7); user visual performance is also increased by using synthetic-color imagery 
(Col. 5, lines 49-53). Thus, the displayed output is a representation of the input scene (See Abstract).
